BRAZIL - TODAY WAS CLEAN UP DAY ON ISSUES INTERNAL 
TO THE USG. I CALLED DENT TO SAY THAT WE HOPED HE 
WOULD GIVE US ADVANCE WARNING OF THE FILING OF THE 
RUMORED FOOTWEAR ASSOCIATION PETITION FOR ESCAPE 
CLAUSE ACTION AGAINST BRAZIL. HE SAID THAT IT WAS 
COMING SOON. WE COULD TELL CRIMMINS. THIS WILL 
HAVE A SERIOUS IMPACT ON OUR POSITION IN BRAZIL. 

PANAMA - I TALKED WITH JORDEN ABOUT THE CLEMENTS- 
BROWN VISIT. HE IS CHECKING TORRIJOS' SCHEDULE. 
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PUERTO RICO - MOYNIHAN WAS ON THE PHONE, COMPLAINING 
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ABOUT THE CUBANS AND THE PUERTO RICANS. 

PERU - FINALLY, ENDERS AND I NEGOTIATED WITH 
TREASURY ON SEVERAL FINE POINTS OF OUR POSTURE IN 
CONNECTION WITH THE OPENING NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
MARCONA AND THE PERUVIANS OVER THE NATIONALIZATION 
OF THE MARCONA MINE. 

BRAZIL, AGAIN - FACING OUTWARD, I CALLED ARAUIO 
CASTRO ABOUT THE SILVEIRA SPEECH PROPOSING THE RE- 
OPENING OF THE NEW DIALOGUE FOREIGN MINISTER 
MEETINGS. IT WAS NEWS TO HIM. 

CUBA/TRADE - SOME INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER 
EXECUTIVES ASKED LUERS ABOUT ONE OF THEIR IAPANESE 
JOINT- VENTURE COMPANIES SELLING SOME HEAVY EQUIPMENT 
TO CUBA. INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER IS NOT TOO ANXIOUS 
TO LET THE JAPANESE GROUP PICK UP THE CONTRACT, 

BECAUSE THEY MIGHT PREFER TO AWAIT LIFTING OF THE 
U.S. EMBARGO SO THAT THEY CAN GET A LARGER DIRECT 
BENEFIT. LUERS TOLD THEM NOT TO COUNT ON AN EARLY 
LIFTING OF THE U.S. EMBARGO.

- LEIGH MET WITH MCCLOSKEY RE ABOUREZK REQUEST THAT 
YOU TESTIFY BEFORE HIS SEPARATIONS OF POWERS SUBCOMMITTEE 
ON PRESIDENT'S CONSTITUTIONAL POWERS AS COMMANDER-IN- 
CHIEF. AGREED WOULD TRY TO TALK SENATOR OUT OF THIS RE- 
QUEST EVEN THOUGH THIS IS SECOND TIME REQUEST. 

- LEIGH REVIEWED NEGOTIATING DOCUMENTS BEING USED-BY 
SISCO IN ISRAELI DISCUSSIONS. 

- LEIGH APPROVED INSTRUCTIONS TO EMBASSY INDONESIA 
REGARD LEGAL ISSUES INVOLVED IN TIMOR INDEPENDENCE MOVE. 

ALDRICH ADVISED UNDER SECRETARY SISCO ON SEVERAL 
ISSUES ARISING IN THE NEGOTIATIONS WITH ISRAEL. 
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- ALDRICH APPROVED NEGOTIATING POSITIONS FOR NEGO- 
TIATIONS NEXT WEEK WITH CANADA CONCERNING THE REFERRAL 
OF THE GARRISON DIVERSION PROBLEMS TO THE INTERNATIONAL 
JOINT COMMISSION. OUR PROBLEM IS TO REFER THE FACTS WITHOUT 
A PREJUDICIAL PHRASING OF THE LEGAL ISSUES. 

EUR - JOHN A. ARMITAGE, ACTING 
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POLISH GRAIN PURCHASES. POLISH AMBASSADOR TRAMPCZ YN SKI 
CALLED TO GIVE ME AN ACCOUNT OF HIS WEDNESDAY CONVERSATION 
WITH SECRETARY BUTZ. THE POLES REQUESTED DOLLARS 200 
MILLION CCC CREDIT FOR 75 - 76 FOR GRAIN TO BE PURCHASED 
AS CONVENIENT AFTER THE CREDIT IS APPROVED, WITH DELIVERY 
PROBABLY IN DECEMBER AND AFTER. BUTZ WAS RECEPTIVE 
REGARDING GRAIN PURCHASE BY "GOOD CUSTOMER" POLAND, BUT 
INDICATED THE CREDIT QUESTION RAISED PROBLEMS AND 
PROMISED AN ANSWER IN THE SECOND HALF OF SEPTEMBER 
FOLLOWING THE CROP REPORT. THE POLES WILL PROBABLY BE 
PREPARED TO SEEK COMMERCIAL CREDITS FOR ANY SHORTFALL IN 
CCC CREDITS AND COULD BE IN THE POST-SEPTEMBER GRAIN 
MARKET TO THE TUNE OF ONE TO ONE AND ONE-HALF MILLION 
TONS (AS JAROSEWICZ INDICATED IN WARSAW). THEY DOUBTLESS 
NEED THIS GRAIN FOR THEMSELVES AND HAVE NO INTENTION TO 
SHARE IT WITH THE SOVIETS BUT THEIR (EASTERN EUROPEAN) 
INTENDED PURCHASES COULD NONETHELESS COMPLICATE OUR 
PROBLEM WITH FUTURE SOVIET GRAIN PURCHASES.

ADVISED SENIOR REPRESENTATIVES OF HEW THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT SUPPORTS DAVID GUYER, BROTHER-IN-LAW OF 
SENATOR PERCY, AS DEPUTY U.S. REPRESENTATIVE TO UNICEF. 

REVIEWED CURRENT UN PROBLEMS WITH BHUTAN'S AMBASSADOR 
TO UN. 

RECEIVED VISIT FROM DIRECTOR OF UN INSTITUTE FOR 
TRAINING AND RESEARCH WHO WAS LOOKING FOR A LARGER 
CONTRIBUTION. 

DISCUSSED PROBLEMS INVOLVED IN MEMBERSHIP APPLICATION 
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FROM SAN TOME AND PRINCIPE, CAPE VERDE, WITH AMBASSADOR 
MOYNIHAN, WHO SHARES OUR CONCERN ABOUT ADMISSION OF 
FURTHER MINI-STATES OF THIS KIND BUT WHO FINDS NO ONE 
WILLING TO OBJECT, AND HE BELIEVES WE SHOULD ACQUIESCE 
IN THEIR ADMISSION SINCE POLITICAL COST OF A VETO WOULD 
BE TOO HIGH.

- ZAIRE: ZAIRIAN CHARGE NDAGANO CAME IN THIS MORNING 
TO PRESENT A FORMAL NOTE FOR TRANSMISSION TO THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL REQUESTING EXTRADITION OF FORMER FINANCE 
MINISTER ALBERT NDELE, NOW A GRADUATE STUDENT AT YALE. 

HE HAS BEEN FORMALLY CHARGED WITH PLOTTING THE ASSASSI- 
NATION OF PRESIDENT MOBUTU. DESPITE THE NON-EXISTENCE 
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OF A US-ZAIRE EXTRADITION TREATY, THE ZAIRIANS HOPE WE 
WILL EXTRADITE NDELE OUT OF "FRIENDSHIP". I WARNED 
NDAGANO THAT, LIKE MOST OTHER POWERS, WE USUALLY EXCLUDE 
POLITICAL OFFENSES FROM THE LIST OF EXTRADITABLE CRIMES, 

BUT TOLD HIM THAT WE WOULD PASS HIS GOVERNMENT'S REQUEST 
TO JUSTICE. 

-CONGRESSMAN DIGGS: DURING AN HOUR'S SESSION THIS AFTER- 
NOON WITH CHARLES DIGGS HE PROVED LESS INTERESTED IN 
CURRENT AFRICAN ISSUES THAN IN DISCUSSING BOB INGERSOLL S 
UNDERTAKING TO KEEP HIM BETTER POSTED ON AFRICAN ISSUES 
ON AN ON-GOING BASIS. AFTER MUCH SPARRING I THINK WE
